Mr. Wilson declares that he would 
not regulate the trusts, hut 
would 
abolish them. 
He professes that lie 
is unable to consider the trusts, save 
with abhorrence. 
Let us see. 
The trust laws of New Jersey are 
notoriously the most lax in the Unit­ 
ed States. 
As a result thereof nearly 
all the big trusts take out their char­ 
ters in that state. 
Nevertheless, there is one clause in 
the New Jersey law, which would al­ 
low the state administration, through 
the legislature, to put any 
of 
the 
trusts out ot business. 
Woodrow Wil­ 
son is Governor of New Jersey. 
Why 
does he not invoke the law? 
Governor Johnson recently exposed 
the unsoundness and insincerity 
of 
Wilson's expressions on this subject. 
Governor Wilson replied that the rea 
son he had not attacked the 
trusts 
was because of the Republicans in 
the legislature. 
The fact is that in 
Wilson's first term he had a heavy 
Democratic majority iii the New Jer­ 
sey assembly, while the senate of that i 
state was evenly divided between Re­ 
publicans and Democrats.

son really wanted to put the trusts 
out of business, why

he 
have done so wit Ii such a voting force 
as this in his legislature?

LOS ANGELES PRODUCE M ARKET 


Receipts of some 
staple 
products 
were a little heavier than they have 
been lately. Thirty sacks of sweet po 
tatoos and 1304 sacks of beans were 
reported In yesterday. Onion receipts 
were 307 sacks, and the price on Ans 
tralian Browns and Yellow 
Danvers 
was down. White wax onions were, 
however, quoated higher than before 
Dried lima beans are quoted as high 
as $6.25 a sack. The new crop is com­ 
ing in, but it is expected to be some­ 
what short this year. Early in the sea­ 
son a small falling off in the output 
was predicted, aud recent rains have 
been rather unfavorable. 
The bean crop is one of the most 
valuable in Southern California and is 
valued at about $5,000,000 
annually. 
Last season the record crop, amount­ 
ing to 1,300,000 sacks of 80 
to 
IOO 
pounds each, was harvested, but this 
year's production will probably he on­ 
ly between 
1,000,000 
and 
1,200,000 
sacks. 
The dried lima bean of California is 
disposed of principally in America, on­ 
ly a very small portion of the output 
going to Europe. No other section of 
tho United Stutes produces lima beans 
| commercially, and the only other sec- 
’ t Ion of the world whore they are grown 
J to any extent is Madagascar. The out­ 
put of the island docs not compare in 
size to that pf California. During the 
last few years, however, some of the 
beans from that region have been im­ 
ported into this country. 
Blackeye beans—of wliich this state 
produces only a moderate quantity us 
compared with the output of limas 
are quoted down on the market as low 
as $4 a bushel. Receipts of potatoes 
were 1727 sacks, and there was 
no 
change in price. 
There was comparatively little do 
luand for butter, eggs and choeBe yes­ 
terday. An advance in the price 
of 
ranch eggs is likely to occur at any 
time now, since the 
San 
Francisco 
quotation to BO cents. Fresh cheese lf 
Arm and is not likely to advance again 
very soon. There is aa upward tendon 
cy in butter, and some sales have been 
made half a cent above the market 
quotation during the last few days.
